They destro.v all children in infancy 
that are niali'onned or appear to tx; lac Ic- 
ing in intelliirence In this way the 
standard of physical and iiiuntal condi- 
tions in both sexes is kept very high. It 
is currently believed that at one time 
the native women were exterminated to 
make room for a whiter and snixrior 
race of women.

No man or woman is allowed to live 
beyond the age of 70 years, no matter 
how wen preserved in body and mind.

While Martin was being held away 
from Ryan, the letter, reaching over the 
head of the peaeemakeN holding Mar- 
tin, hit him a blow in the face, where- 
upon the latter drew his pistol and be- 
gan shooting. The friends became 
panic-stricken and fled from the room, 
leaving the fighters together. Martin's 
third shot struck Ryan ia tha left arm 
and a fourth entered the abdomen. Mar- 
tin fled from the place and was arrest- 
ed. Ryan died white betey eanied to 
the hi^spital. Ryan was a sin^ man 
aged about 85^

New York, Nov. 17.— A special to 
The World from Havana says : It ap- 
pears that nearly 75 per oeatof the 400,- 
000 helplesi women, children and non- 
combatants in Cuba eif ected by former 
Captain General Weyler's policy are 
dead. Despite the orders issued by 
(renerol Blanco to feed the starving, the 
daily mortality of the remaining recon- 
centradoB is frightful. The rabid Span- 
iards, who believe that only by exter- 
mination the race this Caban war 
can be won, openly challenge the good 
faith of General Blanco's statements as 
to his intention to feed and find work 
for those whom General Weyler has not 
killed. They JnbUiantly cUum that the 
new oaptata gMieral is enforcing the 
barbaroos "eonesptrstlon." of the conn- 
try exactly as his pndeceasor did. The 
local press no loniger prints the news 
from the small towns. In one of the 
last articles upon the htmger situation 
it was called "one of the most awful 
spectacles ever presented to humanity. ' ' 

General Blanco has entered upon an 
alomst hopeless task. The present Cuban 
i^toatioo u such that it seems impos- 
sible to effect by reforms and suanty 
what the greatest army in the history 
of the colonial warn luw failed to ac- 
complish. Spain's present policy is an- 
nounced to be (me at combined concilia- 
tion and force. It appears to be, as 
some Spanish jotiruals have called it, a 
"suicidal policy." The peculiar and 
not generally understood conditions of 
the Cuban stmggte now make any con- 
cihatory move a direct {day into the 
hands of the insurgents. 'This is par- 
ticularly true of tl)e proclamation of 
Nov. 10, wluflh onnwaaoaall mihtory 
and oivu AatBoritna: to add in protect- 
ing the sugar p top e vtiBi in grinding 
cane, General Blanco's flnt important 
act. If carried out it will be a virtnal 
abandonment of the field to the insur- 
gents. It will yield them much money 
and food and will cause the farther 
loss of valuable property. If not put 
into effect it will incur the suspicion i f 
being a false promise, made to promote 
the idea of Cuba s paciUcation oud os- 
pecially to indueaoe (he United States 
congress. 

Toadoquately protect the sugar oatato i 
likely to operate, (ieneral Blanco will 
have to practically cl(>se the operations 
against the insurgents. He has not 
enough men to do both tluiiKs. < >iily 
about aO per cent of the sutrar planta- 
tions of Cuba that operated two years 
ago have machinery modern enough or 
iu pood enoiigh condition to warnint 
grinding at the present price of sugar. 
It is not likely that any of the uninjured 
plantations conld run at a pro'it this 
3'ear, however well protected, but they 
will ]<robably cut as much cane as pos- 
siiile to prevent the ground going from 
bml to worse. 

Notwithstanding sensational n^ports 
of the total destruction of sugar proper- 
ties, only a very small percentage of tlie 
mo(lern snpar ^'riIldlng plants have been 
destroyid by ( ither Cubans or Span- 
uircis. llio long printed list of burned 
plantations is made up mostly of use- 
less i)lants abandoned several years ago 
when beet su>.'ar forced the construction 
of larger "central" factories. Tliose 
aro almost untouched, and did a repub- 
lic of Cuba wish to borrow nionej' for a 
war indemnity to Spain slie v.oiild not 
have innt^h ditticnlty m showing a sufti- 
cient and prehcnt earning ikjmTSV tore- 
tire the debt iu a few years.

ditlou. 

He thought she would be ready in an- 
other week and wondered what steps 
he would take to prevent her departure 
if sne had men and arms tiboard and 
the department has scarcely informtfd 
liim that he must follow her out to sea 
and make every elTort to prevent lier 
reaching Cuba, wlien the news came 
that she had si pped into Key West, vio- 
lating the (|uarantine regulations by 
leaving .]acksoiivill<> without notice and 
completely disconcerting the naval au- 
thorities, who are afraid she may ^ct 
away from her present berth as readily 
OS from her last» irMioal Miyoaa being 
the wiser. 

If the men and ammunition are now 
aboard the iJanntless, she is in a tine 
way to reach Cuba, for all the navy can 
do to preveut it, since her speed makes 
it diffioult for any of our smaller war- 
ships to catoh her in the day time and 
she can easily elude them at night. 
The only sure method for preventing 
her for reaching Cuba, in the opinion 
of naval oQloers ^ere, is to destroy her.

THOUSANDS OF NAT IVES SLAIN. 
n» Yowa af Koaf , M Santh AMea, Da- 
StMfad by Chlat Saatary. 

Parir, Not. 17.— a special dispatch 

to The Journal brings serious news 
from the Niger region, We<t Africa. 
Iu order to punish the iuhab.t tats of 
the town of Kong, capital of iho King- 
dom of Konz, in the Maudiuo region of 
Upper Guinea, for their refusal to sup- 
ply his troops with provisions, Chief 
Samory has razed the town and massa- 
ore<I several tboosaad natives. 

For several weeks tlie French news- 
papers have been calling upon the gov- 
ernment to send a punitive expedition 
against Chief Samory, who, on Au;^. 'JO 
last surprised and routed a French de- 
tachment of native triMtps sent to occu- 
py territory which he had ottered to 
evacuate. Two of the French otiicers 
and 44 men were killed. 

Kong is a rich and fo tile dependency 
of the French ivory coiist. If tlie report 
publislied by the Paris .Journal is con- 
lirmed, the French povernment will 
have no alternative to such a punitive 
expedition as the French pressaasbsen 
urging it to undertake. 

Samory. who is otherwise known as 
Saniadn, and who w as formerly known 
as the "W esi African .Malidi,*' is a Tip- 
poo Tib on a large scale, a wliolesale 
slave hunter. He tir.'st came info con- 
tact with the French in IBM. but in the 
two years' war which foUOWSd hs was 
repeatedly defeated. 

In the latter part of lSiS4 he carried 
his sIbvo raids far to the south into Sul- 
imania, capturing and destroying Fala- 
da, the <'apital of Sulimaiiia. and the 
great einixirinm for the traiis-Nifier 
tra<lo. A vast track of c<nintry was 
devastJit' (1 ; tliousands of natives were 
slain ; thousanfls more were sold into 
slaviry, and the country was so depop- 
ulated that trade came to a standstill 
and the colony of i^ierra Leone was re- 
duced to the verge of bankruptcy. 

These conquests brought ^anK>^y a 
fresh acce.ssion of strength ; and in ISS.") 
he ngnin commenced opera ions against 
the French provinces on the north. 
Two severe defeats, however, brought 
him to terms, and in Febrtmry, 1S87, he 
signed a treaty of pence with the 
French, in wliich he reco;.'nl7,ed that 
the river Niger was the boundary be- 
tween his tenitoy and that of the 
l<*renoh.

tt« 4tw oyde on which the litemtnro 
4 |i>illll/i flotioo and the drama haa en- 
tend Is a marked feature at the preaent 
day spirit. The brave and brilliant old 
romantio school whose last exponent 
kiad wbea Victor Hugo laid down his 
pen waa ioooaadad by the realistic 
jiohon], which finds its most miirkcd ex- 
ample iu Zola. Xhia so called reallnn 
had the peonltarflGf tiM It 4mif mlj 
with the bad side of reality, never the 
good. The result was a inatcriulism, a 
horrible pessimism, which for a time 
threatened among intclUgont people to 
swamp even belief in the immortality 
of the sonl. 

The reaotian has oome. It began 50 
years ago in • small, homUe way. In 
the SOlua of tlie commnn people, not al- 
1M9« oolMlioaBly even to themselves, it 
took ttto ioni of » pcolsst against the 
formality and mat<>riaIiRm which had 
engulfed science and every phase of hu- 
man thought While science proclaim- 
ed that thonght was a secretion of the 
brain the protest grew londer and loud- 
er. This protest, Kt.irtins among the 
lowly, has at length the beginning of a 
Uteratore, and a noble one, of its own. 
Its representative in Russia is Tolstoi, 
in Norway Ibsen. It has two or three 
prominent writers among the leaders 
of yonng France; in the Netherlands 
Maurice Maeterlinck, novelist and dra- 
matist. In England Mari<^ Cort'lli, in lier 
peooliar way, stands ont as the prophet 
of the new literature. In America we 
Imto as y) t no loader, thongh for Imlf 
• oeatnry we had one who was the 
noblest of them ail, Emerson. He was 
gnMtor than his OWB ouua tr ym an have 
ever realized. 

- The literature which will oome upon 
the stage with the tweatioth century 
recognizes first of all the seal of man 
It appeals directly to this. The body of 
the man is merely the expression of this 
sonl, which is the man himself. The 
awakening and the development of 
plan's intellectual consciousness to the 
lloint where he can oemmune with his 
own soul aud through it with what Em- 
erson called the oversoul, the iuliuitc, 
•11 pervading spirit of the universe— 
this is the doctrine of the new litera 
ture.' It is joined to a Hpiritnal mysti- 
cism which embraces both the iiiysti 
oism of the early Christians and of the 
•oriental i)biloKopby. For the attainment 
of its ends it inculcates a lofty purity 
of life, a keeping down and control of 
the body and a noble altruism which 
must perforce make the f^olden rale its 
ooodnot of life. At any rate this is an 
improvemeBt on the yellow litemtnte.

' OoRYDON, Ind., Nov. 17. — John A 
Weathers, president of the failed banks 
at Leavenworth. Marengo and English, 
Ind., vijillo has been in hiding in Louis- 
ville and New Albany, Ind., waiting 
for the excitement caused by the bank 
ff^lnres to i!tb out, r«tanied to Corydon 
y^terday and made a statement anent 
the failures to the conjmitteei of de 
poeitors who held a meeting here to de 
vise means for a settiement. 

Mr. Weathers' statement is to this 
effect : That while at Corydon recent 
ly attending Ins law pr.ictice he re- 
ceived a telepluiue message from Leav 
euworth to come there at once as there 
was something wrong with the bank 
He immediately left Oorydoa aud went 
to Leavenworth, where he and Nolan 
Harnett, the cashier of the Leaven- 
worth bank, examined the institution's 
books and found that the fabds of the 
same were at a low ebb. Iti Was de 
cided by them to close the three banks 
•itodoe. 1-resident Weathers was ad 
vised by firieads to leave the town unti! 
the sensation abated, which he did 
He, however, thought he might yet 
bridge over matters aud took some col- 
lateral with him, but after deliberation 
he decided it would be better to return 
the same and have an assignee appoint 
ed. He thereupon made a general as 
signment with £. C. Arnold of LeaveU' 
worth as assignee. 

Mr. Weathers said further that all he 
wanted was a reasonable support for his 
wife aud child while the settlement 
was in progress, and that he would 
spend one year without oompen 
sation to facilitate matters to the end 
that dollar for dollar be paid. 

Mr. Weathers stands ver^ high in his 
own aud adjoining counties and has a 
large law practice. Not a single man 
of the diifereut committees had a 
word of censure for Mr. Weathers after 
he made his statement to them. Mr. 
Weathers stated to the omnmitteet that 
his wife would make an assignment of 
all bier preseal property, which is con- 
siderable, and that even his splendid 
home at English would be included 
The committees accepted the president's 
statement as true and elected Mr. Ar- 
nold as his assignee without a dissent 
ins vote. 

Mrs. Willett, wife of the missing cash- 
ier, is almost prostrated with grief, but 
is not dying as has been reported. 

The people of the various commimi 
ties in wmoh the brinks are situated are 
very much relieveid and express confi 
deuce in Mr. Wethers' ability to settle 
up matters in a. satisfactory manner. 
The ooaeensns of opinion is that Mr. 
Weathers was the vlntlm of Cashier 
Willett and is himself innocent of any 
wrong doing. Nothing haa been heard 
from Willett linee hut Wednesdny 
morning. 

Telegraphic odvicea from English, 
Ind., are to the effect that Wiuett's 
kinfolks' are willing to unite with his 
grandmother to donate sufTicieut funds 
to cover his shortage provided he proves 
himself not gtiilty of any iutoutioual 
wrongdoing and will return. His 
gfAmdmother will donate $oO,000 and 
other relatives have pledged themselves 
for $7i5,000 additional. Cashier Hoth- 
nx^k of the Huutingtou bank, it is said, 
has pledged hifiiself to stand by both 
Weathers and Willett. 

MINERS BECOMING DESPERATE. 

No ProapeoU of m Settlement of • Strike 
M4Utlnf Since Ljut May. 

Washinoton, Ind., Nov. 17.— The 
strike of the Oabel and Kaufl^man miners 
which has been on since last May is far- 
ther from settlement than ever. Labor 
Commissioners Schmidt aud McCoi- 
mick have been in this city for a week 
trying to adjust the ditferenees, l iu 
without success. They have given up 
the task as hopeless. A proposition 
submitted by the miners to the op«ra< 
tors last eveidng waa rejected. 

The operators have imported a num 
ber of negroes from Kentucky, who are 
now operating the mines, and it is not 
improbable that bloodshed will be the 
resalt in the near future. The miners 
have issued a circular which they are 
now distributing, asking every citizen 
to boycott the stores of Cabel aud 
Kauffman. 

As time passes matters are growing 
more serious. Miners with no food, fuel 
or clothing, seeing their places in the 
mines filled by non-residents, and they 
colored, are on the verge of despeia 
tion.
